A ‘FAILING’ school has turned 
itself around in just two years 
according to inspectors. 

The Leys Primary School, in Leys 
Avenue, Dagenham, which was 
found to have serious weaknesses in 
2012, has now been rated as good 
following a recent Ofsted inspection. 

The inspectors said the school 
had improved ‘considerably’ since 
their last visit and that senior lead¬ 
ers were ‘unwavering and highly 
successful’ in their drive for 
improvement. 

Head teacher Grant Krog said: 
“We have been under intense scruti¬ 
ny for the last two years but the 
school motto - resilience to achieve, 
aspiration to succeed - has been 
demonstrated by leaders, teachers, 
teaching assistants, administration 
staff, pupils, parents and gover¬ 
nors alike. This great outcome is 
testament to a true team effort.”

The school was identified as fail¬ 
ing by Ofsted in March 2012. An 
improvement plan awas agreed and 
a new team put in place in a bid to 
turn the school around. 

The measures included drafting 
in executive head teacher, Leigh 
Culyer, from the nearby Beam 


Primary School, the recruitment of 
new teachers and a training pro¬ 
gramme for school governors. 

Pupils are now achieving almost 
double what they were in 2011 for 
reading, writing and maths setting 
them above the national average of 
76 per cent at 79 per cent.

Muggers punch youth 
in face at rail station 


Attackers search pockets of teenager before stealing his iPod 


TWO men attacked a 17- 
year-old youth while he was 
waiting for a train at 
Romford station. 

The victim, from Ilford, 
was on his way home from 
work when he was grabbed 
round the neck and 
punched in the face by the 
men at around 7.20pm. 

The attackers then 
searched through the 
teenager’s pockets and took 
his iPod before making off 
from the railway station. 

The attack took place on 
November 25 last year but 
now detectives have 
released CCTV images of 
suspects in the case.

Victim is 
seriously 
injured 

A GOOD Samaritan was 
left needing a steel plate in 
his jaw after he was 
assaulted when he tried to 
break up an argument. 

The 29-year-old was 
walking through an alleyway 
known as Great Eastern 
Path, leading between the 
tube station and Roding 
Gardens in Loughton when 
he heard a man and woman 
arguing. He went over to 
see if everything was 
alright, but was punched in 
the face by the man. 

The victim, who lives 
locally, suffered a fractured 
jaw and was taken to 
hospital for his injuries.

Bolt from the chew 


A PIZZA lover had the shock 
of their life as they were about 
to munch on their favourite 
food. 

A member of the public had 
ordered a pizza from Flames 
Kebab in North Street and 
when he opened the pizza box, 
he found a bolt embedded in 
the crust of the pizza. 

The hungry customer, who 
wished to remain anonymous, 
kept the evidence and alerted 
Havering's trading standards 
officers. 

The then owner of Flames 
Kebab, Mehmet Gilgil, was 


then taken to court. 

The former owner was fined 
£1,000 at Havering magis¬ 
trates court after pleading 
guilty to selling a pizza with a 
metal bolt embedded in the 
crust. 

The court heard the bolt 
came from one of the ovens 
used to cook the pizza. 

Mehmet Gilgil , who at the 
time of the offence in 
December 2012 was the regis¬ 
tered food business operator, 
pleaded guilty to selling food 
not of the 'substance or quali¬ 
ty' required. 


He was also ordered to pay 
£750 in costs. 

Cabinet member for public 
protection, Councillor Lesley 
Kelly said: “Selling shoddy 
products of any kind is not 
acceptable and is particularly 
important when preparing 
food. We will always prose¬ 
cute and seek the highest pos¬ 
sible fine to make sure that 
everyone maintains standards 
in their kitchens. 

“This was a cheap bolt that 
got someone an expensive fine 
and that should be a lesson to 
others.”

THE DEATH of an autistic man 
remains unexplained after police 
discovered his body. 

Rodney Larsh, 20, was found 
at Shenfield train station on 
Christmas Eve, after going miss¬ 
ing from an address in east 
London. Mr Larsh was hit by a 
train and the case has been 
referred to a coroner. 

His sisters, who cared for him 
following the death of their 
mother in 2004, have many 
unanswered questions - espe¬ 
cially over how he managed to 
get to Shenfield without any 
money. 

Their brother was a vulnerable 
adult and was supervised at his 
home in Forest Haven, 
Chingford. He left the house 
empty-handed, but still man¬ 
aged to travel 20 miles in 
around eight hours. 

Rosemary, 31, and Jessica, 25, 
said: “There are many questions 
that remain unanswered and we 
hope in time we will be given 
more clarity on the circum¬ 
stances leading up to our broth¬ 
er’s death. We are missing him 


very much. Our brother’s autism 
did not define him, he was truly 
special and blessed. He was a 
happy, smart and amazing young 
man who brought smiles to all 
that he encountered. 

The former Whitefield School 
pupil’s sisters have say that they 
have been inundated with cards 
and messages of support. 

“We appreciate the thoughts, 
prayers and love that have been 
given,” they said. 


A British Transport Police 
(BTP) spokesman said: 
“Officers were called to the sta¬ 
tion following a report that a 
man had been struck and killed 
by a train. BTP and Essex Police 
attended the incident. 

“Medics attended but the man 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. There do not appear to be 
any suspicious circumstances 
and a file will be prepared for the 
coroner.”

SMART tables, which cost a 
minimum of £5,000 each, 
come with 1,500 ready-made 
activity packs that encourage 
shared learning. 

The technology is compati¬ 
ble with 3D multi-media con¬ 
tent and has applications 
designed to support children 
with autism. 

Programmes help autistic 
children to predict and control 
their environment with games 


that include repetition, pattern 
and similarity. 

There are plans to instal the 
tables into Rainham library 
once it building work has fin¬ 
ished in spring this year. 
Harold Hill library will also 
get a SMART table once it has 
been built. 

Building work is scheduled 
to start in two months time. 

Anyone can use the SMART 
tables and no bookings are 
necessary.

SO far we have had very little snow or ice 
this winter but if some weather experts are 
to believed we are in for a severe spell of 
chilly blasts in the not too distant future. 

And after some pretty horrendous driving 
conditions last winter an increasing number 
of drivers have opted to fit winter tyres. 

All major tyre companies offer them and 
one of the biggest in Europe, Continental, 
has released its latest design, the 
WinterContact TS 850P. 

The new tyre takes over from the popular 
ContiWiinterContact TS 830P, which will 
continue to be on sale for a few months. 

The TS 850P outperforms its predecessor 
both in its handling on snow and dry roads 
and in its braking performance. 

I tested the new winter rubber in 
Arvidsjaur, Lapland, a remote area which is 
used as a winter testing centre by major car 
manufacturers and tyre companies. 

The temperature a couple of days before I 
arrived fell to -20C, but on the day we took 
to the frozen lake for some treacherous test¬ 
driving, the mercury had risen to +7C so we 
were on solid ice with a film of water on top. 

But I was impressed by the new TS 850P, 


which coped well on a demanding test route 
with a slalom stage, emergency braking and 
a twisty hill route through the pine forests. 

I also experienced the difference of driving 
with the new Continental winter tyres and 
some cheaper import tyres. Stopping dis¬ 
tances and handling on the inferior brands 
were surprisingly inferior to the new German 
product and, although more expensive, it 
makes sense to me to go for a premium 
product. Your life could depend on it. 

Continental designers have completely 
redesigned the tread pattern on the new tyre 
to include more blocks on the surface and 
closer sipes (grooves in tyres) in the centre 
making greater grip giving five per cent 
improvement in handling on snow and ice. 

Braking distances have also been uprated 
by five per cent over the outgoing TS 830P 
plus a two per cent improvement in handling 
on dry roads, says Continental. 

There’s also a version of the new tyre 
which has been designed specifically for 
SUVs that has bigger tread blocks to help 
prevent stones being picked up when dri¬ 
ving on gravel tracks. 

More drivers are opting for winter tyres 
and, depending on where you live in the UK, 
they must make winter motoring safer.

LEYTON ORIENT reclaimed an 
automatic promotion spot after a bat¬ 
tling victory against the struggling 
Shrews on Tuesday night. 

Goals in both halves from Moses 
Odubajo and own goal, in which Scott 
Cuthbert claimed an ‘assist’, saw the 
O’s home to an impressive ninth victo¬ 
ry on their travels - and to currently the 
best away record in the country. 

With the transfer window open 
since New Year’s Day, boss, Russell 
Slade, has been busy and has added 
the temporary signings of Eldin 
Jakupovic - a goalkeeper and Nor¬ 
wich striker, Jamal Loza, to Shaquile 
Coulthirst and Jamie Ness - who 
starred at Yeovil last Saturday, but 
started on the bench. 

A scrappy start to this clash saw 
Shrews’ Chris Wildig waste a couple 
of half chances, before Kevin Lisbie 
had penalty appeals turned down. 

Orient took the lead on 27 minutes 
with a goal out of nothing. Dean Cox 
won possession on the left and fed Lis¬ 
bie, who in turn played in Loza, whose 
clever ball fell to Odubajo. Having 
seemingly taken the ball too far away 
from goal, the wideman netted from 
the acutest of angles to send the small 
band of travelling supporters wild. 


With the upper hand. Orient nearly 
doubled their lead, but former Ham¬ 
mers keeper, Chris Weale, made an 
important save from Mathieu 
Baudry’s powerful header from a 
Lloyd James comer. 

Orient went for broke straight after 
the break and Cox tested Weale with a 
powerful effort before the Shrews hit 
back and Tom Eaves should have lev¬ 
elled and with only Jakupovic to beat, 
shot wide of a gaping goal. 

Sub Yohann Lasimant and Odubajo 
were then both unlucky not to increase 
the O’s lead after Cox - again - had 
found space down the left flank and the 
Shrews replied when, but the wasteful 
Wildig again failed to hit the target 
with only Jalukpovic to beat. 

With O’s looking a little ‘leggy’ 
after their weekend FA Cup exploits, 
the home side continued to limit the 
east Londoners to sporadic break¬ 
aways, but Odiubajo - finding space 
down the right - cut in and saw his 
73rd minute goalbound drive blocked 
by Tamika Mkandawire. 

But, the O’s finally made the points 
safe four minutes from time when 
Cuthbert nodded on Cox’s inswinging 
flag-kick and the ball was helped in 
by a a hapless Shrewsbury defender. 

A delighted Slade said: “It was a big 
win - but our away form has been 
good recently with two wins and a 
draw coming out of Christmas - I 
can’t ask for any more. 

“I was delighted with Moses’ goal -1 
don’t think there is anyone in the team 
with his pace. We always looked such a 
threat going forward. Lisbie was com¬ 
manding upfront and allowing us to get 
up the pitch - with Coxy and Moses 
out wide causing problems. 

“It was important we stuck together 
and we dug in and managed to get 
that result - because it’s now we need 
those results. It’s no good coming in 
during March or April and perform¬ 
ing when it doesn’t matter”. 

Slade concluded: “We have just 
played two games on very difficult sur¬ 
faces. I couldn’t believe the football we 
had played this evening. It’s credit to 
the players and it’s now all about recov¬ 
ery and winning the next game”. 

Odubajo added: “There is plenty of 
belief in the squad - we just take each 
game as it comes”.

THE local football spotlight was on bat¬ 
tling Billericay Town who produced an 
astonishing comeback in their Ryman 
Premier Division game at Thamesmead 
Town. 

The home side took just thirty-one min¬ 
utes to build up what appeared to be an 
unassailable 3-0 lead thanks to goals from 
Shamir Mullings, Rashid Kamara and 
Baff Adae. However, former Canvey 
Island man Richard Halle reduced the 
arrears just before the break. 

In the second period, Ricky Sappleton 
grabbed a brace to level the score at 3-3 
and secure an unlikely point. 

In the Ryman North, two late goals from 
Anthony Martin earned Brentwood Town 
a 2-2 draw at Dereham Town while Red¬ 
bridge went down 4-1 at Soham Town 
Rangers. 

Nevertheless, these games aside it was 
another weather affected weekend for 
the regions clubs. The washout put pay 
to the Skill South games involving 
Chelmsford City (at home to Ebbsfleet 
United) and Concord Rangers (at Brom¬ 
ley), while all nine Essex Senior League 
matches were called off due to water¬ 
logged pitches. 

Ryman Premier Leaguers Canvey Island 
were one of the club's affected by the post¬ 
ponements. The club would have expected 
a crowd somewhere in the region of 300 at 
the Prospects Stadium for the visit of 
Lewes. 

Club spokesperson Glen Eckett told Yel¬ 
low Sport: “Bills still have to be paid, such 
as players' wages and rent, we have to use 
the grounds other facilities to generate 
revenue”. 

Eckett added: “Thankfully we have 
some very good sponsorship deals in 
place, this helps the club when we have no 
match day takings”. 

Football on the local parks was also hard 
hit. April Smith fills a number of roles for 
Southend Sunday League Elmsleigh 
Rangers, including manager, treasurer and 
secretary. 

She said: “These games getting called 
off has a knock on effect financially as 
double header matches have to be played 
so we can catch up. If these are away that 
means we are paying a higher fee per 
game for our facilities which makes it less 
worthwhile. 

April also stressed that some park foot¬ 
ballers lose interest in playing due to 
inactivity. “It affects their fitness and it's 
harder to keep them interested,” she 
added. 

Perhaps the answer to these issues lie 
across the Estuary in Kent, where Maid¬ 
stone United's Gallagher Stadium has an 
artificial 3G playing surface. 

The Stones Ryman Premier Division 
fixture with Hendon beat the inclement 
conditions, with an impressive crowd of 
1,583 witnessing a 1-1 draw. With the 
durable pitch in place, a number of 
schools and community groups also use 
the ground, earning the club a health 
stream of revenue.
